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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Applicant's amendments and arguments, see Remarks, pages 8-10, filed 02/02/05, with 
respect to claim 2 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 rejection of claim 2 
has been withdrawn. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Edward Meilman(Reg # 24,735) on 4/13/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 2, line 2, the phrase "according to claim 1," has been inserted between the word 
"nutrient" and "wherein". 

In claim 12, line 5, the phrase "or another sugar alcohol or sugar alcohol mixture," has 
been deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 1-13 and 16-22 to be unobvious over the prior art of record to be allowable over the 
prior art of record. The present invention relates to a method of production of an isomaltulose- 
containing enteral nutrient including the steps of: (a) providing the starting components water, 
fat, at least one nitrogen-containing component, and carbohydrate with the inclusion of 
isomaltulose, and (c) pasteurizing the starting components for 10-30 seconds at temperatures > 
120 °C, wherein before or after pasteurizing the starting components are homogenized in a 
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method step (b) " The very relevant prior art documents (JP 01 191646 A) to this invention 
disclose a method of production of an isomaltulose-containing enteral nutrient including the 
steps of providing the starting components water, fat, at least one nitrogen-containing 
component, and carbohydrate. However, though the method of the present invention (like that of 
the prior art document) also relates to the production of an isomaltulose-containing enteral 
nutrient, the prior art document does suggest nor teach the pasteurizing and homogenizing of 
said nutrient, and it is neither obvious to pasteurize or homogenize said nutrient especially at the 
specific claimed time and temperatures.
